~Cireaae?? Rach month they list a considerable number of these soins, 
and although their prices are comperatively high, the coins are usually 
; in very good condition, and from their listssone can gain some idea | 
of the values at which trey sell. Auction catalogues provide much 
information elong these lines, and 1 would suggest your writing to 
Dr. Jacob Hirseh, $1 Guai du Mont Fiane, Geneva, asking him to place 
your name on his mailing list. Is there prospect of your being in 
New York again in the near future? Mr. Wayte Raymond, of this city, 
and Mr. Henry Chapman, of Philadelphia, carry stocks of Greek and 
Roman coins, but I fear that you will hardly get much satisfaction 
unless you can see the coins or unless you have fiefinite wants which 
you can accurately describe to them. 

As for books, the publications of the British Museum are expensive 
and many of them are out of print. A readable valume by Dr. George 
Maca@onald called ‘Coin Types’ may be obtained from Spink for something 
like ten shillings. A book by Dr. Regling, ‘Die Mtinze als Kunzwerk’, 
although in German, is splendidly illustrated and costs about $3.00. 
For reference purposes, Head's ‘Historia Numorum' is indispensable. 


This you could probably consult at your Buffalo library.
